And the first 
evidence we shall cite, in addition to that given 
in our former article, is the fact that the Pres- 
ident, notwithstanding his modification of 
Cameron's report urging the emancipation 
and arming of the negroes, still retains him 
as a member of his Cabinet, in spito of his 
opinions and in defiance of the nlmost ilni- 
versal outcry and protest of tho conservative 
men of the nation. By his retention he thus 
gives the most practical evidence of his entiro 
indorsement of Cameron's opinions and pro- 
ject. The modification of tho report was 
nominal, designed to satisfy an apparent and 
politic necessity of tho moment. Tho reten- 
tion of the Secretary of War is practical and 
real, intended to evince to the country, and 
e'pecially to the Republican party, the active 
sympathy of the President with any nnd 
every s heme for the abolition of slr.very. 
Tlie one means nr thing. The other means 
everything. The one simply, so to speak, 
theorizes; t'ie other acts and accomplishes. 
The public will readily see the difference and 
mark the effective significance of that differ 
enco. Next in order comes the recent radical 
action of Congress upon the subject of slave- 
ry, all bearing to the same point, and reach- 
ing practically the same result, the speedy 
extinction of slavery. First tho Crittenden 
resol iti' n, downing tho object of tho wa-, viz: 
the maintenance of the laws, and tho inforee- 
ment of the Constitution, adopted unanimous- 
ly at the last session, is offered again and as 
promptly voted down, by a rcspectablo ma 
jority. Other resolutions, introduced'into the 
House at an early day, providing for the 
sweeping and immediate emancipation of the 
slaves, not of rebels alone, but of all per- 
sons, whether loyal, or disloyal, are favorably 
considered. Within the last day or two it 
has been announced that the Committee on 
tho District of Colombia had prepared, and 
would soon introduce into both Houses, a bill 
for the compulsory abolition of slavery in the 
District. The present prospect is that tho bill 
will command majorities in both Houses, re- 
ceive tho signature of the President, and be- 
come a law. If it provides any compensa- 
tion whatever to tho unwilling owners, it is 
so slight as to be merely nominal, and affords 
no recompense of the least moment to the un- 
fortunate and unjustly treated masters of the 
liberated slaves. Th»y will bo deprived of 
their property against their will and in defi- 
ance of the Constitution, and then compelled 
to put up with the most nominal and pitiful 
compensation. Yet this Congress and this 
war means no abolition or attack upon the 
rights of slaveholders. 

And, finally, Wilson's bill, punishing with 
immediate dismissal from the service and other 
penalties all officers of the army, who in any 
manner assist in the return of a fugitive slave 
to bis master, is quickly passed in tho House 
amid the exultant congratulations of tho ma- 
jority on tho floor, and the approving cheers 
and plaudits of the abolition mob in the gal- 
leries. Any bill or resolution, on thecontrary. 
which does not smack of Abolition, and look 
to immediate emancipation, meets with no 
favor from tho triumphant majority , and i- 
quickly shoved aside as alien to tho feelings 
of the body, and far behind tho necessities of 
the day. And again, coming back to the 
President, tho dispatches of to-day convey 
the iutormation that, just at this crisis in the 
destiny of the nation, ho has selected for spe 
c'al promotion to high military commands 
twoof the most notorious, detested, and bloody- 
minded Abolitionists in all the land — Lane, of 
Kansas, and Ben. Wade, of Ohio. They are 
to be mado JIajor Generals. AVith all the 
voluminous lists of tho army, regular and 
volunteer, before him to choose from, these 
two merciless and heaven-defying Abolition- 
ists, ono of them without the slightest mili- 
tary experience, are wantonly selected by the 
President at this terrible moment, when the 
fate of a nation hangs upon his final decision, 
as tho special objects of favor and high pro- 
motion, to command the great armies of the 
Republic.

Y'our property endangered 
with pillage and destruction. Y'our liberties 
and institutions exposed to shameless viola- 
tions.

AVhat your fathers would havo done, pos- 
terity and history will expect of you to 
look the danger fully and deliberately in 
the face; and when it come«, if come 
it must, meet its first advanco with tho un- 
shrinking firmness of free men, who trifle not 
in the presence of a great duty, and falter not 
in tho faco of fearful and impending peril. 
Great dangers promptly met are readily con- 
quered and easily escaped; small ones, 1'oolUh- 
ly neglected, or cowardly shrunk from, be- 
come quickly and fatally destructive. Forget 
tho lesson, and become slaves; remombor it, 
and remain free. "SIDNEY'." 



EST" Harriet Martineau, a distinguished 
British female Abolitionist, has written a let- 
ter to the New Y'ork Anti-Slavery Standard, 
strongly espousing tho British side of the 
Mason and Slidell affair. After speculating 
upon the prospects of a war with England, 
she says : 

" It is not the thought of war, dreadful as 
it is, neither tho loss of life, nor the other 
losses, nor the disturbance of intercourse, 
friendly and ommercia', nor oven the shame 
of warefare between peoples of the same 
blood and language, that causes tho keenest 
pang in tho prospect of what is coming. It 
is the grief of tho failure of free government 
in your country, the discouragement of your 
disgrace, if your republic, from which wise 
and good men of three generations have hoped 
so much, should now be an outlaw among the 
nations. 

If the evil forebodings above expressed 
should be realized, we know of none more 
r' spomille for it than Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
H irriet Martineau, and the tribe of Abo- 
litionists. British and American, in petti- 
coats and out of petticoats. If our free 
government fails, they huvo caused the fail- 
ure. 



can party yield to an adjustment? The Su 
preme Court had decided for the South on 
the right to carry slavery into all the tcrri- 
ritories, on the rightoftho slave owners to an 
efficient fugitive slave law. 

AVhen the South offered to yield all right 
to go into more than half of the Territories 
with slaves, nnd asked only a qualified right 
as to the remainder, what did Republicans ex- 
pect and calculate upon but submission or re- 
sistance? Misguided Southern people, you 
should have fought your battles in the Union 
and under the Constitution, and not ly at- 
tempting to secede. Y'ou would have had 
thousands and tens of thousands on your side, 
had you maintained tho Union instead of 
rending it. 

Tho Constitution secured you more than 
you asked, and it was tho traitor Black Re- 
publicans, who were not only disregarding 
your rights, but disregarding the plainest 
obligations of the Constitution. 

If you Southern people would break up

A Now Year's Sermon.

" Speak unto the ch ; Mren of Israel, that they go 
forwar J. "— Exodus xiv : 15. 

As thero are seasons which suggest to us ft 
review of the past, so there come season? 
When our minds spontaneously stretch toward 
the future — seasons in which the idea is promi- 
nent that we are entering upon another stage 
of life — resting for a moment upon another 
starting point of life's brief journey. This is 
such a season. The new year, as it were, 
finds us as travelers gathering at a depot 
upon the great line, and crowding into the 
new train of cars that is to hurry us over 
another section of the common route. We 
begiu to anticipate and talk about the scenes 
through which we are to pass, the stopping 
places for refreshment, the landscapes that 
will flash upon the eye through opening vistns, 
tho mountains whose bases we arc to skirt, 
or whose summits we are to climb, the black 
tunnels through which we arc to rush, the 
Bale or tottering bridges we are to cross, the 
collisions and dangers that urc possible, and 
the probabilities of reaching safely and pleas- 
antly the terminus. Thus is life like a rail- 
road journey, swift ; sometimes pleasant, and 
often dangerous. 

Have you sometimes paused in perplexity 
to decide which course it would be best fur 
you next to take t Whether to continue the 
route upon which you had started, to ^irn 
back, or to strike off at an angle for some other 
destination than that you had been seeking? 
The children of Israel, in the text, are repre- 
sented as being brought into somewhat such a 
strait. 

Three days before the chains of their bond- 
age had been broken, and with unfettered 
limbs they hastened from the laud of oppres- 
sion. With a joy, as we may readily con- 
ceivo, somewhat akin to yours, newly disen- 
thralled souls ! — the joy of captives escaping 
from a dungeon, they started upon their jour- 
ney from Egypt to the promised Canaan. 
With a rapture somewhat corresponding to 
that which you have felt as a freed and ran- 
somed sinner, did they rush from tho domin- 
ion of Pharaoh, and breathed the free air as 
they emerged from their drudging bondage. 
We can imagine something of thi'ir exulta- 
tion as, with their wives and laughing little 
ones, they turned their backs upon their 
tyrannical task-masters. So does the captive 
Oi Satan exult in tho day of his deliverance, 
when ransomed by power and by blood, he 
turns his face toward the Canaan of rest. 

Jiut their way was not to bo one of uninter- 
rupted joy and peace. Nor is yours, young 
concert to Christ I Your faith, and submis- 
sion, and obedience will be tested in places of 
t rial for tho discipline of your own souls and 
lor the glorifying of tiod's grace. 

The children of Israel had now reached the 
borders of the Red Sea, and paused' upon the 
Spot to which tho mysterious pillar of cloud 
had guided them. It was a place to which 
ru> human wisdom would have led them, 
and is, therefore, a proof that they were 
under divine guidance. They are in a narrow 
strait, between the steep mountains of Hiroth, 
upon who*e summits frowned the fortresses 
of Mindol and Baalzephon. There is no 
path to tho right or to the left which they 
can take, except the narrow valley of Iiedea, 
skirting the base of the mountains, and lead- 
ing circtiitously back to their land of bondage. 
Heforc them roll the turbid waves of the Ked 
Sea. No wise general would have led a host 
into such a strait. But Jehovah was their 
leader, and designed wonderfully to display 
his might in their deliverance. While here, 
perhaps unconscious of their own danger, 
their confidence and joy arc suddenly checked. 
Perhaps they are uniting their glad voices in 
the chorusof some trio mphantsong. or perhaps 
Miriam and the daughters of Israel are strik- 
ing their timbrels and whirling in the mazes 
of the sacred dance ; when suddenly their 
hearts are chilled with fear and almost cuaso 
to beat, as the appalling cry reachos their 
ears: "The Egyptians ! The Egyptians are 
upon thee, Israel ! The Egyptians are upon 
thee!!" 

Alas ! oppressed people, whither now will 
ye turn ? Unarmed, unnerved by genera- 
tions of servility, ye cannot beat back the 
firmed masses that gather behind thee. The 
mountains on either side ye cannot scale, and 
tho sea rolls its threatening waves in front. 
They begin to murmur, and curse their noble 
leader; to regret their departure, and long to 
bo back again at their ignoble tasks by the 
brick-kilns of Egypt. They seem in deadly 
peril. Their foes they dare not meet ; the 
cragged hills they cannot climb ; the sea they 
cannot ford or bridge. Ah! whither shall 
they turn ? Moses knowing not w hat other 
direction to give, shouts to the host : " Stand 
still ! " " Stand still, and see the salvation of 
the Lord ! I " But it was an unauthorized 
direction. No standing still! No turning 
back ! There is neither in God's plan. For- 
ward ! thero is no standing still in God's 
directions. Forward ! though the waves roar 
at thy feet ; into them and through them is 
tho safest course. To turn back is to meet a 
a more dangerous foe than the sea ; to stand 
still is to bring that foe, in destructive wrath 
upon theo. There is nothing for thee but to 
go forward. The courso of God's people is 
always onward. 

Moses, instantly obedient to tho divine 
direction, recalls his unauthorized command 
to "standstill," and points the way, with 
his outstretched rod, right into the deep 
waves; and as their feet touch tho swelling 
billows, a plain solid path opens before them, 
as the retreating waters congeal, into protect- 
ing buttresses, on cither side. They pass 
over safely and triumphantly, and the waters 
suddenly returning to their level, overwhelm 
their pursuers and bury them in a common 
grave. 

Let us endeavor to trnco some of the spirit- 
ual analogies, and to educe sonieof the practical 
lessons which this history suggests. From 
this new starting point in life, let us seek to 
comprehend that God's command ever is — go 

FORWARD. 

I. At chriitiaqs, we are traveling from an 
enemy sand oppressor a land to a land of prom- 
ise and freedom. 

The Egypt of depravity was the home of 
our fathers, and there wero we born. De- 
graded by slavery to sin, we yielded our souls 
to the service of a tvrant master. A most 
cruel and drudging bondage was our lot. 
" What profit had ye in those things whereof 
ye are now ashamed? " We look back with 
amazemont upon tho patienco and cheerful- 
ness with which we wore the yoke of Satan, 
upon the eagerness and greediness with which 
we toiled in the service of sin. We gave our- 
selves up as servants to the lusts of flesh, the 
lusts of tho world, and the pride of life. God's 
word frequently calls an impenitent state a 
bondage, and so we now feel it to have been. 
We were led captive by the devil at his will. 
We had no disposition to seek after good, even 
for our own souls, but were ready and prompt 
in pursuing evil. If we ever had a rising do- 
liire to break away from evil habits and pro 
ponsities, wo found them dragging us back 
with a stronger grasp than before, to our ser- 
vice of folly and sin. So it is with you to- 
day, impenitent hearers. Is not a state of sin 
a state of bondage ? Why do you not break 
away from it? Alas! you realize when you 
trv that there are cords about your heart 
which your strength cannot sever, holding 
you fast in ungodliness, and drawing you in- 
fo repeated sins. How hard it is toescape from 
he control of theevil within us and around us! 
Hard! did I say? Ah! it is imposssible, un- 
less a divine deliverer interpose. And this, 
my brethren, was our condition! So much 
wero mind and hWrrt debas'sl by this slavery, 



that we could not even appreciate the blessings 
of the freedom proffered us, but preferred our 
degraded state of bondage. 

But we have, if renewed in spirit, been led 
out from this Egypt of depravity. A greater 
than Moses has interfered for us, opened our 
eyes by his instructions, won our hearts by 
his love, and wrought the miracle of our 
deliverance. "He has taken our feet out of 
the horrible pit and mirey cla}\ " He has 
broken the fetters by which sin held us bound, 
and freed from its dominion, we have. joy fully 
turned our faces in pilgrimage toward that 
Heavenly Canaan where he has promised cit- 
izenship and an inheritance. We may sing 
as wo travel, wo are on our journey home. 
Satisfied no longer with the service and wages 
of sin, " we seek a city that hath foundations.'' 
Ye newly delivered converts, I give you joy 
of your rescue. It is the promise of full 
freedom and everlasting blessedness, and 
cheerfully and earnestly, in the name of God, 
would 1 speak unto you that ye "go for- 
ward. " 

Cheerful we walk with growing strength. 
Till all shall meet in Bearea at length, 
Till all before Thy face appear. 
And join in nobler worship there. 

II. Obstacles in the appointed course of 
Qod s people should never cause them to halt or 
turn aside. 

Difficulties cannot be shunned. There are 
somo who start upon the Christian course who 
become discouraged at tho first impediment. 
Th'^y supposed that the whole way would be 
smooth and easy, and when trials come, they 
sink before them, or strive to shun them by 
turning aside, or running back. Like Pliable, 
thiiy struggle out of the Slough of Despond 
on the wrong side. Like the murmuring 
Israelites, they would turn from tho sea that 
flows over their path, bach to the land of bond- 
age. It is well for young Christians to un- 
derstand, at the outset, that there will be 
difficulties and trials in their way. God has 
seen lit to guide us along a path that runs 
through the wilderness. ' Straight is tho gate 
and narrow is the way that leadeth to life. " 
By a course of discipline our graces are to be 
tested and educated. The gold is purified, 
and tho dross consumed in the fires. Faith 
is to be exercised; steadfastness to be pro- 
moted; courage to be disciplined ; hope to be 
fostered; confidence in God to be cultivated ; 
in a word, the good to be evolved within our 
souls, and the evil to be suppressed. And 
this can only be done by a course of positive 
discipline. Thus we grow more and more 
gradually like Christ our Lord, and bocome 
fitted for the purity and blessedness of Heaven. 
For these ends the Lord permits obstructions 
in our path, and trials bv the way. Hero a 
deep river roars, through which we are to 
wade or swim. Thero a mountain rears its 
rough crags, over which we are to climb. 
Yonder a lion growls right in the pathway. 
No mutter. Forward, our road is marked 
out, and through thein, or over them, we must 
press our joui noy. For none of them must 
ueturn out of the straight onward course, 
dangerous and threatening as they may ap- 
pear. Though even as soumingly boisterous, 
and impassable as the Red Sea to the Israel- 
ites, yet we are confidently to press right for- 
ward into the waves, trusting to the God who 
has commanded, to open the passage and deliver 
us from the danger. Start with the resolve, 
formed in reliance upon divine strength, that 
you will not be deterred by any obstacle or 
hindrance, from pressing right on in your 
forward course. 

III. It is viorihy, even of a more emphatic 
statement, that Christians have neither authoi- 
ity nor time to standstill at any point on their 
Heavenly journey. 

Progress is the law of the Christian's life. 
In tho history which has suggested our theme, 
Moses scorns in his perplexity at a loss to 
know what direction to give; but strong in 
his confidence, he believed that God would 
send salvation in some form. "Standstill'' 
said he, " and see the salvation of the Lord; " 
and he called upon his God for somo intima- 
tion of his will, some interposition in behalf 
of his people. The response of Jehovah was 
immediately given, and it was an emphatic 
repetition of former instructions. It is a re- 
proof for pausing even to pray at that mo- 
ment. His directions had been given, and he 
responds to Moses, " Wherefore criest thou 
unto me? Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they go forward." Go forward ! Why 
there is no path forward. The sea rolls there! 
No matter. Right into the sea at Jehovah's 
command. I have sometimes heard this pas- 
sage "stand still" quoted as an encouragement 
for indolence in the work of the Lord. They 
evidently miss its import utterly who thus 
employ it. It was an unauthorized injunc- 
tion which Jehovah speedily rebuked. My 
brethren, there is.no spot in your journey 
where you are at liberty to stand still. — 
There is progress to be made every hour un- 
til the heavenly city is reached. For every 
day there is something to do, or something to 
bear — somo good to cherish, or some evil tc 
resist. There is a rest for the people of God. 
but it remaineth — remaineth to bo enjoyed 
when the journey is ended and life's battle is 
won. 

IV. Difficulties disappear when they are 
firmly and obediently met. 

The Israelites affrighted, yet obedient, stop 
straightway into tho dashing surf, and the 
threateningbillows roll asidcand open tho path 
they are to pursue. So shall we always find 
it in the way of duty. Obstacles appear most 
formidable when at a distance. I have often 
looked upon the distant mountain which lay 
in the way of my journey, and it seemed so 
steep ns to be almost impassable; but as I 
have approached it, its steep sides have shown 
an easy grade and an accessible road over its 
tall summit. So shall wo find it with all 
spiritual obstacles. Faith in God enables us 
to overcome all. If God direct our path 
through the sea, tho waves will part as our 
feet touch them. The chains of the lions may 
be hid whilo we pause, affrighted at their 
savrgo mein; but wo shall find those chains 
effectual restraints as we keep the nurrow 
way between them. They may roar on either 
side, but they cannot reach us while we keep 
straight along the Heaven-marked road. 
There is no trial or enemy that our Lord can- 
not control or subdue before us. Christians 
have always found it so. The difficulties that 
seemed formidable, when viewed from a dis- 
tance, or when suddenly rising before us, 
dwindle and vanish, when approached with a 
firm tread, a brave spirit, and a trusting heart. 

But more than this, obstacles are often made 
facilities. What seemed to the Israelites an 
inseparable barrier, becamo an open pathway. 
Their salvation, not their destruction, was in 
the sea. And God has said "I will make all 
my mountains a way." Tho very things 
which seemed hindrances shall become fa- 
cilities and encouragements. Thus docs God 
fulfill hispromisethat "all thingsshall work to- 
gether for good to them that love Him." All 
his trials shall help forward his progress, shall 
stimulate it, and tho hindrance shall show 
him a shorter way to his goal. Instead of be- 
ing stopped, ho shall be aided by them, and 
find that the Lord is overruling all for his ad- 
vancement. 

V. Onward is always the Christian's safest 
course. 

There is never safety, brethren, in turning 
hack or to either side. It would have been 
tho greated danger to Israel to have sought 
to avoid the sea. They would ha-;e been lost 
in tho mountains hud they fled to them. They 
would have been impaled upon tho spears of 
the Egyptains, or dragged back to tho aban- 
doned brick-yards, if they had turned to face 
the foe. So, in our Christian life, we shall 
always find it safest to keep right forward. 
God has promised us his countenance and aid 
in that, direction, and that aid is always ef- 
fectual. Nothing can stand in the way of his 
omnipotence. Without it we can do nothing, 
but with it, all enemies shall be scattered, and 
all obstructions removed. His grace and 



strength are promised us only while we are 
obediently walking in the way of his com- 
mands. In this line of obedience he has said, 
"Mj grace is sufficient for thee;" "My Strength 
is made perfect in weakness;" and again, "I 
can do all things through Christ who strength- 
ened me. ' Is it not clear then that if the 
strength and grac e of God aro afforded us, 
only in the line of duty; in the path of obe- 
dience and submission j then that path is the 
safest, and no trials or enemies shall turn us 
aside from it. We have no assurance of pro- 
tion any where else, and are compelled to 
meet all that opposes us in our own strength. 
Without this we shall be subdued and de- 
stroyed. There is not an hour's safety for any 
soul except in that line along which God ex- 
tends his protecting and delivering grace. 
The Christian's motto should always be "on- 
ward!" He can neither standstill, nor turn 
aside without greater danger than is threat- 
ened by the mightiest foo or the wildest hin- 
drance that is before him. There may seem 
to be perils and hardships ahead, but there 
are greater behind, and on either hand. The 
least formidable, and because of the grace of 
God, the easiest overcome, are those towards 
which thou art advancing. Those thou canst 
overcome and pass. There is ruin and death 
in every other direction. Tho assurance is 
clear and full, that we shall have divine guid- 
ance and support in the path of duty. 
"Though thou pass through the waters, they 
shall not overflow thee, and through tho fires, 
they shall not consume theo." "I will never, 
never, never leave thee nor forsake theo." 
Such is the re-duplication of God's promise to 
his people. The people of God never have 
been forsaken. "In six troubles I will be 
with thee, and in the seventh will not forsake 
the." Has not this been your experience 
child of God I Have you not always, while 
humbly striving to please God, and conscien- 
tiously pressing forward in the divine life, 
found guidance in perplexity — strength in 
weakness — comfort in sorrow? Have you 
ever been in any strait, where God has nut 
sent some pillar of cloud or of fire, to encour- 
age you by the assurance of his watchful 
presence, and to direct your ways? Have 
you ever felt like sinking and fainting when 
stretching out your hand of faith you could 
not feel tho hand of Jehovah extended for 
your support? No, my hearers, the Lord 
is a very present help in lime of trouble, and 
he encloses the way of life with his own lov- 
ing kindness and tender mercy. 

VI Those whom God directs and protects 
have no reason to fear or faint before their 
foes or trials, hawever formidable or numer- 
ous. 

What reason have we to tremble, if we are 
traveling along the narrow road ? What if 
"principalities and powers and spiritual wick- 
edness in high places assail us there? Our 
present Lord is mightier than all, and con- 
fessing our own weakness, we may cast our- 
selves confidently upon His strength, assured 
that Heaven and earth shall pass awav ere he 
will permit serious harm to befall the weakest 
of his little ones. Our own strength we may 
distrust; it cannot sustain us. But we do not 
need it, if we can reach the arm of God 
Who has power to move that arm from us 7 
What enemy can break the grasp of that hold 
upon us? May we not with Paul exultingly 
sing "I am persuaded that neither death, nor 
life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, 
nor things present, nor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from the love ot 
God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord." 
Thank God. we are not left to direct our own 
steps, nor to fight our own foes. If we were, 
we might well despond and despair. But 
with God as our protector and guide, we 
'shall tread on serpents and scorpions, and over 
all the power of the enemy, and nothing shall, 
by any means, harm us." 

I exhort you, then, brethren, with this open- 
ing of a new year, to fix your eye once more, 
and mere steadily, upon the mark — the prize 
of our high calling of God and Christ Jesus, 
and press toward it. Go forward in the dis- 
charge of every christian duty; in tho cultiva- 
tion of every christian grace. Let not the 
measure of past devotedness satisfy your 
souls for the future. Strive to make great- 
er advancements in the future than in 
tho past. Be more holy, more hum- 
ble, more useful. You have learned much 
from past experience. Let these lessons in- 
struct you how to guard against evil and fos- 
ter the good. Forward in every good word 
and work; in every labor for the promotion of 
tho glory of God and the advancement of the 
Kingdom of Christ; in every effort to pro- 
mote the efficiency of Christians and the sal- 
vation of sinners. You are drawing nearer 
home every day. Forward to that blessed 
spot at the right band of tho Judge, where 
you shall hear — "Well done good and faith- 
ful servant; thou bast l>een faithful over a 
few things, 1 will make thee ruler over many 
things, enter thou into the joy of thy Lord." 

"Then will he pour salvation down, 

And we shall render praise; 
We, the dear people of his choice. 

And Uo our God of grace." 

How the Money is to bo Ralsed;to Carry on!the 

War. 

A writer in the New York Times, seeing 

the embarrassments of the Government to 

provide means to carry on the war, chalks out 

the following programme : 

A tax of 1 percent, on all real and per- 
sonal property to produce, net lllo.nno.OOO 

Tho tariff, readjusted 8n.U00.iiU0 

Kxcisc. (ales. cider, and liquors.) 85.000,000 

Tunnage of $t per tun on all vessels, 
canalboats and railroad companies,

Income tax 15,000,000 

Legacies, transfers of real estate and of 

corporate stocks lo.OOO.OuO 

Tax on soap, candles, ofl, gas, salt, and 
other articles, on which it is easy and 

•onvenient to eollect C5.ooo.ooo 

Aggregate, annually (300.OOJ.uoo 

Another correspondent says : 

1. A tax sufficient to pay, with the aid of 
the ordinary receipts, the U6ual and ordinary 
expenses of the Government. 

2. Also a tax sufficient to pay the interest 
on the debt. 

3. Also a tax sufficient to pay ten millions 
per annum into a sinking fund for the re- 
demption of the principal of the debt. This 
sum to be invested in the debt semi-annually, 
together with the accruing interest on the 
amounts from time to time in the sinking 
fund. 

Upon this basis the Government could issue 
Treasury notes, payabloat the pleasure of the 
Government to its creditors, in sums of five 
dollars and upward, to bo receivable in pay- 
ment of all public dues, and made a legal 
tender, with the privilege on the part of the 
holders of conversion into a twenty-year loan, 
bearing interest at the rate of seven per cent, 
per annum. 

The Expenses of the Government. 

The Washington correspondent of the New 
Y'ork Express says: 

"The Tribune is not far out of the way, af- 
ter all, in estimating the present expenditures 
of tho Government at three millions per day, 
as follows: Eur Quartermaster's Department 
of the Army, two millions per day, as shown 
by General Meigs' report to the Secretary of 
War; f >r Paymaster-Generals Department. 
$718,000 per day; for Commissary-General s 
Department, $240,000 per day; for Ordnance 
Department, $41,000 per day; making a total 
for these Departments of the military service 
alone of $'2.0!t9,600 per day. 

"The daily expenditures of tho Navy De- 
partment can not be much less than $140,000 
per day, and of the other departments of the 
Government, say $100,000 per day. The ag- 
gregate, many think, is $1,239,600, as the 
daily expense of the United States Govern- 
ment, dr an aitpual expenditure of $1,182,464,,- 
000.

Treasury Notes a Legal Tender. 

The Committee on Ways arid Means will 
report — so says the telegraph— a bill author- 
izing the issue of an hundred million ot dol- 
lars in demand Treasury notes, receivable for 
all public and private dues and debts, making 
them legal tender and exchangeable for six 
per cent, bonds; also extending the same 
privilege to all demand notes already au- 
thorized. There may be nothing wrong in 
the operation of this bill. Amid the uinver- 
sal bankruptcy and depreciation in value of 
every thing in the nature of property which 
is closing in upon us, it is difficult to say what 
particular thing it will bo most safe to hold 
as an investment, or which, being received 
to-day, will bo available for any purposo to- 
morrow. But the making of the paper issues 
of any parly, not excepting even the Gov- 
ernment, a legal tender in the payment of 
debts and the purchase of commodities, is cer- 
tainly an act not authorized by the Constitution 
— which in none of its clauses contemplates 
such a performance ; neither is it in confor- 
mity with any of those principles of common 
rights and justico which, whether recited or 
not, are essential parts of all constitutions. It 
is, doctrinally, an act of usurpation, and will 
probably, when it comes to take effect, be 
found the same practically. 

Government, except in respect to the coin- 
age, has no more power in or over the money 
market or the currency, than an individual 
It has the same right to coerce a loan that it 
has to compel a man to receive a piece of de- 
preciated paper for his debt or his property 
That its issues will speedily and rapidly de- 
preciate, and that the discount will bo in ex- 
act proportion to the amount put forth, is just 
as certuin as that water will run down hill, 
or that a balloon, when inflated, will ascend. 
When the Government goes into the market 
as a borrower, it stands upon the same legal 
footing with an individual — its present and 
its ultimate means of meeting its obligations 
being the foundations upon which its credit 
is predicated — and when it attempts by legis 
lative devices to placo itself upon bettei 
ground, it usually succeeds in making its 
condition worse. Tho manner proposed is 
one of the same class with that to which kings 
— we call them tyrants — have sometimes re- 
sorted; of increasing their cash by debasing 
their coinage; and tho result, if the unani- 
mous testimoney of history is to bo believed, 
has always been to disturb trade and in- 
crease the embarrassments of the people, il 
it afforded [any relief to the regal treasury, 
that relief was only temporary, to be compen- 
sated for by still greater difficulties in the fu- 
ture. 

When Governments need only small sums 
to meet casual deficiencies in their fund9, it 
may be that those financial devices which an 
concocted in bank-parlors, between an unskill- 
ed treasury officer of the one part and a body 
of acute directors of tho other, will lead the 
uninitiated to believe that, through the abil 
ity of all parties, directed to the same end. 
groat profits upon both sides havo been real- 
ized; but when Government is known to be ' 
investing in an unremnnerative enterprise, tc 
the amount of ten, twelve or fifteen times its 
annual revenue, with no immediate prospect 
of a change, devices aro of no value. It is a 
square businessof borrowing upon the strength 
of an unknown quantity. Its ultimate abil. 
ity to pay, and all its contrivances to ease it- 
self up from that point, or tosavethe appear- 
ance of having descended to it, are of no avail. 
It may issue its bonds on its treasury notes ; 
the difference is not material. The result is 
in all cases the same. It is debt ; and the 
value of tho debt will bo estimated by the 
world upon precisely the same principles as 
those of any other person or corporation. 

The effect of mi king treasury notes a legal 
tender in the payment of debts will be, that 
all debts will be paid in them. The debtor 
who has specie, or a better currency, will uso 
it in the purchaso of treasury notes, instead 
of paying it over to his creditor. It is not a 
pleasant condition for a country to be in to 
be obliged to use a depreciated currency; but 
it will be a very doubtful improvement when 
the legal value of that currency is one thing 
and its market value anotbor.

TELEGRAPHIC. 

Indianapolis, Jan. 8. 

The Democratic Convention re-assembled 
at two o'clock P. M. A motion to adjourn 
till the 4th of July was lost. During the ab- 
sence of tho Committee on Resolution, tho 
Convention was addressed by Hon. John G. 
Davis, in an ultra secession speech. 

The platform and resolutions were then re- 
ported, which aro very long, and passed un- 
der the operation of the previous question. 
The following is an abstract of the resolu- 
tions : 

1st. That the restoration to power of the 
Democracy can alone preserve tho Union and 
the Constitution. 

2d. Indorses the principles heretofore put 
forth by the National Convention of the 
party. 

3d. The existence of the Union depends on 
the faithful observance of tho principles of 
the Constitution. 

4th. Declares the present civil war to have 
mainly resulted from slavery agitation and 
the consequent organization of a geographi- 
cal party in the North, producing its counter- 
part in the South of secession, disunion, and 
armed resistance to the General Government, 
causing tho calamity which we have now to 
meet as loyal citizens, striving to secure the 
best mode of settlement calculated to restore 
union and harmony. 

5th. Condemns the course of the Republi- 
cans in the last Congress in rejecting all peace 
propositions. 

6th. Peaco and harmony would now reign, 
had the party in power shown the samo 
desire to settle internal discussions that 
it recently exhibited to avoid war with Eng- 
land. 

7th. The restoration of the Union can only 
be accomplished by theascendancy ofa Union 
pflrty in the South, which shall, by counter 
Resolution, displace those who control and 
direct the Southern rebellion, and to encour- 
age this definite settlement by additional con- 
stitutional guarantees of questions atjissue be- 
tween the two sections. 

8th. The Republicans have fully demon- 
strated their inability to conduct the Govern- 
ment through the present difficulties. 

9th. Says that the twin heresies of North- 
ern sectionalism and Southern secession are 
inimical to the Constitution. 

10th. Objects to waging war in the shape 
of a conquest of subjugation, and for the pur- 
pose of overthrowing or interfering with the 
rights and institutions of States. 

11th. A war for the maintenance of the su- 
premacy of the Constitution and integrity of 
the Union, we will sustain with all our ener- 
gies. 

12th. Denounces all violations of the Con- 
stitution as usurpations of power. 

13th. The proposition to liberate and arm 
negro slaves is unconstitutional, insulting to 
loyal citizens, a disgrace to the age, and cal- 
culated to retard the suppression of the rebel- 
lion.

If the former, the na- 
tion has been humiliated by their surrrender 
under a threat; if the latter, they should have 
been delivered up before imprisonment. 

17th. The no-party cry of Republicans is 
hypocritical, as shown by the partisan char- 
acter of all civil appointments, and party 
caucusing at Washington. 

18th. The disclosures of enormous frauds, 
implicating the heads of the War and Navy 
Departments, demand a thorough investiga- 
tion into all State and National expenditures, 
and a speedy and marked examplo should De 
made of all such birds of prey.

Basklv Inuvman— Twoor three days ago 
the 57th Indiana regiment which had been 
encamped in the rear of the locomotive works, 
moved away from the city, and in doing so 
committed a breach of humanity that should 
condemn every officer in the regiment. Forty- 
five sick men w ere left on the ground in two 
small tents, without blankets, without food, 
and with nothing but wet straw for bedding. 
The facts coming to the ears of the ladies in 
the lower part of the city, they havo for two 
days been taking caro of them as well as they 
could, furnishing them with food, &c, so far 
as they could. Some eight or ten of them 
were sent or taken in a wagon to one of the 
hospitals, but they were refused admission, 
and sent back to tho muddy camp ground to 
lie down in the slush and slop and die. One 
of them has died sinco the regiment left. We 
could not learn to what hospital application 
was made. We wish weonly knew it — nothing 
would be more righteous than to make tho 
inhuman authorities of that hospital, as well 
as the officers of the regiment, take the place of 
the sick men, and lie in the water without 
food, or fire, or blankets, till they could ap- 
preciate the situation. There can be nodoubt 
of these facts; we have them from a member 
of the city police. — Lou. Don., Jan. 10. 



Outraoeocs Conduct. — We have jus 
beard of a thieving outrage committed on the 
night of the 31st of December last, by some 
of the men attached to Loomis' battery. As 
tho train was passing down by Brook s Sta- 
tion, in the night, some twelve miles below 
the city, it was stopped and 11 r. George N. 
Sanders, a storekeeper, was aroused. Some 
fifteen or eighteen men of tho battery squad 
went into the store and asked to warm. After 
some time had elapsed, one of the party 
bought five cents worth of cigars, and asked 
for the lighted candle to light his cigar. He blew 
the light out, and the whole gang commenced 
removing the contents of tho store. They 
carried out nineteen sacks of flour, one keg of 
tar. and a number of other articles, besides a 
trunk belonging to a well-known citizen of 
Louisville. This trunk contained some cloth- 
ing, a few letters, and a fine box containing 
the equipments of a Tratitar's five inch pis- 
tol. 

These things must be stopped. There must 
be some remedy for such evils, and some re- 
turn for such losses as are thus sustained by 
e/iy citizen. — Lou. Dem., Jan. 10.

[From the Ft. Smith (Ark.) T imes, Dec. 15.1 
Southern News. 

Victory ix tub Indian Country. — We 
learn from Major Clarke, of Texas, direct from 
the camp of Colonel Cooper, that a battle took 
place on the Uth on Busby creek, near the 
Verdigris river, about ISO miles from thisplace 
between tho forces under Colonel Cooper and 
the enemy s under Opothleholo, estimated at 
4,000 or 6,000. Colonel Cooper had only about 
1,300 men. 

Tho enemy attacked Colonel Cooper about 
eleven o'clock, and the fight continued all day 
until sundown. Colonel Simm s Texas regi- 
ment fought with great bravery, and the Choc 
taws CI i kus.iwi andCreeks foughtltke ti 3 'ertl 
In fact, it was one of the hardest fought bat- 
tles that has taken place in this country. The 
enemy followed Colonel Cooper several mile, 
and attacked him with great fury. Colonel 
Cooper drove them buck to the woods, a dis- 
tance of two miles. A large numberof Chcr- 
okees were with Opothleholo, likewiso about 
150 Setninoles. Colonel Drew, with his men, 
who remained with him, fought well and did 
good service. The Choctaws took ubout 150 
scalps and the Chickasaws nearly 50. The 
Creeks hid not scalp any, because the enemy 
were their own people. 

A white man, by the name of Eli Smith, 
was taken, who had gone over to the enemy, 
was tried by a court-martial, and shot. He was 
a deserter "from a Texan regiment. Other 
deserters were taken and dealt with in the same 
manner. 

Col. Cooper behaved with the greatest coolness 
and bravery. We understand that he has call- 
ed on Col. Mcintosh for assistance, and it is 
to be hoped that he will furnish it with 
promptness. If aid is not sent, we will bo 
likely to have terrible times on this frontier.
